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ARGUMENT. 


OpiuViNG  Scene. — A  picnic  party  arrived  at  the  grounds  of  the  Dalles,  a  country  inn. 
Pauline,  the  handsome  daughter  of  Cassady,  landlord  of  the  hotel,  gives  them  hearty  welcome. 
Faber,  a  press  correspondent  of  New  York,  who  is  a  kind-hearted,  innocently-self-important, 
happy-go-lucky  young  man,  arrives  for  an  outing  ;  he  is  greeted  by  his  prior  time  host,  who, 
by  request,  presents  his  guest  to  the  party,  to  whom  he  makes  himself  known,  much  to  their 
enjoyment.  The  Professor,  an  early  school  preceptor  to  Faber,  arrives  to  enjoy  a  short  vaca- 
tion, at  the  invitation  of  his  erst-while  pupil.  There  being  no  one  to  receive  him,  he  falls 
asleep.  Three  insurgent  spies,  disguised  as  tramps,  make  themselves  at  home,  until  they  dis- 
cover the  sleeper,  and  disappear.  Faber,  in  his  original  manner,  informally  greets  his  early 
teacher.  The  meditations  of  Chilkoot  Ike,  an  eccentric  village  character,  are  interrupted  by 
Chickie.  Cullie  becomes  suspicious.  Shady  has  troubles  of  his  own.  Ruben  appears,  much 
to  the  delight  of  Cullie.  Kiomi  tells  fortunes.  Pauline  is  unhappy  over  the  absence  of  '.he 
Village  Physician,  who  is  a  very  busy  man. 

An  insurrection  has  arisen,  and  a  company  of  Grenadiers  has  been  ordered  out.  The 
stars  and  stripes  are  not  forgotten.  The  Village  Physician  pauses  long  enough  to  disclose  his 
calling,  aspirations,  hopes  and  regrets.  Chickie  displays  authority  over  the  Professor,  which 
is  discovered  by  Faber,  who  becomes  hilarious  ;  his  flattery  fails  to  control  Cullie,  and  the 
picnic  party  return  for  lunch. 

The  second  part  opens  in  the  woods,  with  the  girls  enjoying  a  flower  carnival.  Pauline 
interprets  the  language  of  the  red  rose.  Faber  appears  and  breaks  up  the  party,  then  pro- 
ceeds to  lay  his  plans  for  the  siege  of  the  heart  of  Pauline.  Shady,  who  is  very  homesick, 
enters  and  interrupts  the  strange  soliloquy.  The  messenger  boy  escapes  death  at  the  hands 
of  Shady,  delivers  his  message,  which  orders  Faber  to  the  scene  of  riot.  This  materially  alters 
his  modus  operandi  of  love-making,  and  changes  his  mind.  A  widowed  mother,  with  b«»r  little 
son.  making  her  way  back  to  the  old  homestead,  tarries  that  the  child  may  rest;  both  fall 
;  sleep.  Uncle  Joe,  the  lady's  former  servant,  in  search  of  her,  accidentally  arriving  at  the  same 
place,  is  overjoyed  to  find  his  "Young  Misses."  Faber,  equipped  for  his  trip,  comes  upon  the 
scene.  Uncle  Joe  finds  a  grandson,  and  the  widow  a  benefactor.  A  reception  is  given  Cas- 
sady. Ruben  brings  word  that  the  insurrection  is  quelled.  The  spies,  nervously  retreating, 
find  nothing  of  value  to  carry  away,  and,  disgusted,  their  old  time  habit  proves  strong,  and 
they  march  away  as  in  the  chain  gang.  Faber  returns  with  a  full  account  of" the  riot,  gives 
his  blessing,  unasked,  to  all  concerned,  and  love  and  happiness  crowns  an  eventful  day. 


REMARKS. 


» 


No  special  costumes  are  necessary  ;  these  may  be  at  the  taste  ot  participants.  Anything 
in  keeping  with  the  occasion.  Cassady,  as  a  backwoods  landlord.  The  Professor,  tall,  slim 
and  rural  in  appearance.  Chilkoot  Ike  bedecked  with  mock  medals,  emblems,  etc.  Faber, 
rather  in  the  fashion.  Ruben,  as  a  plow-boy;  straw  hat.  Village  Physician— as  usual — carry- 
ing his  cane.  Shady,  as  usual.  Uncle  Joe,  very  old,  tattered  clothing,  and  cane.  Pauline,' 
plain,  but  chic.  Cullie,  as  usual.  Chickie,  with  corkscrew  curl-  Naine,  village  maiden. 
Kiomi,  typical  Indian  woman.  Mother  in  widow's  weeds.  Child,  a  bright  hoy  of  five  to  seven 
years,  neatly  clad.  Sorrow,  Morrow  and  Borrow,  typical  tramps;  tattered  and  battered.  Sor- 
row should  speak  with  a  lisp  ;  Morrow  with  a  German  brogue;  Borrow,  any  jocularity.  As 
far  as  possible,  carry  the  spirit  of  mirth  and  good-fellowship.  Sing  the  music  in  the  tempo,  as 
indicated  by  the  metronome  marks,  printed  at  the  beginning  of  each  number.

Got  anything  fit  to  eat  about  your  hash 
foundry  ? 

Cabbady. —  Now,  Faher,  that  s  unkind  of  you,  for . 

Faulk. — ( Drawing  Cassady  aside)  Say,  Fran kf oris,  what's  all  this  mean?  Who  are  these  people? 
Mighty  Dice  girls  ;  why  don't  you  present  me  [primping),  especially  to  tbe  ladies.  I  don't  care  for  the  hay- 
pitchers.  Come,  I  've  always  been  good  to  you,  present  me  ;  present  me  ;  can  't  you  ?  What  are  you  standing 
there  like  a  bump  on  a  log  for? 

Cass.ua-.  — Ladies  and  gents,  this  is  a  guest  of  mine,  Mr.  Faher,  the  journalist,  from  New  York. 
He  knovs  how  to  blow  his  own  bazoo,  and  (aside)  let  him  proceed  to  blow  it.  {Chorus  courtesy).

Cassady. — (embarrassed)  Why,  Faber — that  is — her  name  is  Pauline . 

Fabek.— Of  course!  didn't  I  say  so?  Tell  me  anything  not  already  known  by  a  newspaper  man,  will 
you,  old  skinflint?  Come  to  think  of  it,  have  you  seen  anything  of  a  long,  loose-jointed,  lanky,  zoological- 
looking  individual  skulking  'round  your  place ? 

Cassady. — Gracious,  Faber!  you  do  n't  mean  to  tell  me  it's  loose  again  ?  Why,  that's  a  picnic  party 
you  just  met,  and  if  any  of  them  get  hurt  I'm  financially  ruined.     Do  you  think  it's  dangerous? 

Faber. — Dangerous?  Well,  I  should  remark  that  it  was  death  unadulterated.  I  feel  faint  already. 
Have  you  got  anything  for  feebleness  that  won't  kill  on  the  spot  ? 

Cassady. — {excitedly)  Come  this  way  immediately.  (Pushes  Faber  in  front  of  him,  turning  back  himself 
to  ejaculate) :  If  anybody 's  hurt  I  'm  ruined! 

(Faber  and  Cassady  exit.     Professor  enters  opposite). 

Professor. — (enters  hesitatingly)  This  must  be  the  place,  for  I  can  learn  of  no  other  inn  in  the  neigh- 
borhood .  Queer,  that  Tommy  Faber  is  n't  here  to  receive  me,  as  he  promised  ;  but,  then,  he  was  eccentric 
as  a  school-boy,  and,  I  presume,  as  a  man  he  is  still  careless.  There  seems  to  be  no  one  about ;  everything 
is  quiet  and  wears  a  holiday  appearance.  I  '11  proceed  and  make  inquiry.  (Knocks  on  the  inn  door  but  receives 
no  reply).  Strange!  I'm  very  tired  with  so  long  a  journey,  and,  not  being  accustomed  to  traveling,  I've 
grown  very  drowsy  and  weary.  I  think  I  shall  sit  down  in  the  shade  a  few  moments;  some  one  may  appear 
of  whom  I  may  gain  information.  (Leaving  his  hand  baggage  where  he  deposited  it  on  entering,  he  takes  a  com- 
fortable  seat  at  one  side  of  the  stage,  partially  concealed,  produces  a  small  book  and  proceeds  to  read.  The  Prelude  to 
No.  4  is  given,  and  Cullie  is  heard  singing  behind  the  scenes-  She  may  appear  about  the  eighth  measure,  with  broom 
and  duster,  attending  to  her  duties  as  she  sings).

The  accompaniment  goes  direct!)/  from  No.  4,  to  No.  5-  As  Cuilie  disappears,  tlie  tramps  Morrow,  Borrow  and 
Sorrow  eider  opposite,  in  a  cautious,  ridiculous  manner.  When  pianist  reaches  13th  measure  of  Prelude  to  No.  5,  mere- 
ly repeat  that  one  measure  until  tramps  sing.  They  should  display  curiosity,  and  take  possession  of  articles  that  may 
be  placed  for  that  purpose — but  they  should  avoid  a  too  close  proximity  to  the  sleeping  Professor. 
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(For  Interlude,  pianist  repeat  five  measures  until  ready  to  sing).

Fabrr.— Wat  vou  looking  for  ■  gentleman,  did  you  say,  sir? 

Professor.—  Yes,  sir;  a  gentleman  from  New  York. 

Fabkr.  —  A  newspaper  man.  sir'' 

I'kokkssoi;   -Yes.  sir  ;  and  if  you  can  direct  me 

Fader  —Was  his  name  1'aber,  sir? 

PaonSBOB.      Yes,  sir;  and.  if  you  please,  where  mav  I  find  him? 

Faber. —  Behold,  the  man  I  Say.  Keadin',  Ritin'  and  Spdlin',  how  are  you  any  way?  Shake  (the  Pro- 
fessor hesitates)  '  What  !  You  don't  mean  to  insinuate  that  you  fail  to  recognize  in  this  magnificent  specimen 
of  manhood,  the  good  little  boy,  the  close  student,  the  ever  suave  and  gentlemanlv  little  fellow  to  whom  von 
so  often  applied  the  barrel-stave  of  knowledge? 
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Professor.— Is  it  possible  that  you  are  Tommy  Faber?     Well!  well !  well ! 

Faber. — Not  only  possible,  but  it  is  a  genuine  reappearance  of  Faber.  "Tommy"  is  defunct,  I  am 
simply  Faber,  the  journalist.  I  was  sent  out  here  for  a  rest  by  my  paper.  I  expect  they  '11  bust  while  I  'm 
resting.  I  told  them  they  would,  but  they  insisted  that  I  needed  a  rest.  I  telegraphed  vou  to  meet  me,  and 
here  we  are ;  so,  come  along,  we  must  have  old  stick-in-the-mud  locate  us,  for  we  are  obliged  to  remain  here 
for  a  few  days.  I  just  received  a  message  from  the  house  saying  that  I  might  be  needed  to  make  some 
important  reports  of  the  trouble  that  is  brewing  just  across  the  line.  Confidentially,  there's  liable  to  be 
bloodshed,  but  don't  mind  it,  for  it  will  not  be  yours,  I  hope.  Leave  your  grip  and  come  along ;  I'll  send 
Shady  to  take  it  up  to  your  room.  (Exit  Faber  and  the  Professor.  Chilkoot  Ike  enters  opposite,  takes  a  seat,  and, 
with  his  face  buried  in  his  hands,  does  not  heed  nor  is  noticed  by  Chickie,  who  enters  in  a  dilettante,  manner.  When 
discovered  fie  should  be  surly  at  being  disturbed,  but  becomes  more  amiable  as  he  proceeds  with  his  answer). 

No.  6.    A  CHARMING  MORNING. 
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{Cullie  enters  in  a  slou;  thoughtful  manner,  gesticulating  and  talking  to  herself). 

Cullie. — Well,  the  axiom,  "  It  never  rains  but  it  pours,"  is  as  true  as  gospel  I  'ni  so  tired  and  yet  so 
excited.  I  wish  Ruben  would  ae — ci — den — tal — ly  drop  in,  I  must  talk  to  somebody;  even  Shady  would 
be  better  than  a  post.  I  do  wonder  what  all  this  hubbub  means.  Two  strangers  in  town,  a  picnic  in  the 
grove,  lots  of  love-making;  urn!  and  an  air  of  unusual  mystery  everywhere.  I  wonder  what  those  bums 
were  op  to?  Something.  I  wonder  what  that  young  Jack-a-nape  is  here  for?  Wonder  what  that  half-starved 
Professor  wants?  Wonder  what  is  bothering  Chilkoot  Ike?  Something.  Well,  let  them  play  their  little 
game,  1  can't  play  it  for  them.  I  wish  Ruben  would  come;  he's  plowing  over  in  the  field  yonder,  and  I 
should  think  he  would  know  I  was  all  alone,  and  lonesome.     Oh,  well  !  if  I  was  a  Queen  I'd  be  a  Queen, 

but  since  I'm  not  a  Queen  I'll  be  a  .     Oh,  here's  that- Ethiopian.     (Shady  enters.     Cullie  discovers  the
